prisoners of the ty ran t w ere kept, 
and ev ery word they u ttered came 
throu gh an orifice to the “internal 
ear,” where Dionysiu s passed whole 
days listening to the plots tha t were 
being laid by the enemies of his gov 
eru ment.

The fox cannot catch a rabbit in 
a fair chase, but its food is mostly bab­ 
bits in spite of their fleetness. 
But at 
uo time does It display its skill so well 
as when running for life with a pack 
of hounds on its trail. 
Ola us Magnus, archbishop of Upsala, 
w'rote a book called “Ilistoria de Genti- 
bus Septentrlonalibus,” of which an 
English translation exists. 
This book 
tells of a fox that leaped from back to 
back of a herd of goats. 
As the dogs 
could not follow, the fox escaped. 
A curious trick of English foxes Is to 
jum p as high as possible, grasping a 
tree branch with their teeth, hold on 
till the hounds have gone on and then, 
dropping to the ground, escape. In is is 
similar to the trick of the American 
fox 
which jum ps into a tree and 
rests on a branch, but American dogs 
are not such fools as English dogs. 
They gather around the tree and howl 
till the hunter comes.

Tumbleweeds spread themselves in 
a wholesale fashion. Instead of send­ 
ing the separate seeds out into the 
world with wings or hairs to carry 
them, the whole plant breaks off near 
the root, when these are ripe, and 
goes rolling along the ground before 
the wind. The bare, sun scorched des­ 
erts of the great west produce several 
tumbleweeds, and there are some in 
the prairie region. It is n atural that 
they should be mast abun dan t where 
there are 
no hills or trees to stop 
them in ilu» ir course. But we have one 
tumbleweed in tin» east—the old witch 
grass, so called, may be, because it rides 
the wind like an old beldame. In Sep­ 
tember this grass spreads its head or 
panicle, with liairlike, purple branches, 
in every sandy field. When ihe seeds 
are ripe the plants are blown across 
the field, often piling up in masses 
along fences and hedgerows. As might 
be expected, the hair grass, which has 
so effective a way of spreading itself, 
is found throughout the United States 
from ocean to ocean.

He who preaches murder practices 
murder. Law and ethics alik e say 
so. 
To stand in the dark and whis­ 
per the swords tha t nerve the assas­ 
sin’s arm is to share the assassin's 
guilt. All human tribunals hold it to 
be thus; divine authority confirms 
the hum an judgment. 
William R. Hearst's 
newspapers 
did not advocate the slaying of the 
specified person. The men who barter 
their perverted abilities for William 
R. H earst’s money were too wary for 
that. 
W hatever may have been the per­ 
sonal desires of H earst himself in 
the way of homicidal incitement, the 
wretched mercenaries who 
conduct 
bis newspapers avoided the naming 
or pointing out of any one person 
who was to be murdered. The incite­ 
m ent was general but not the less 
insidious. 
It appears to have reach­ 
ed the desired object without point­ 
ing directly at it. 
William R. H earst’s 
newspapers 
preached assassination, justified it, 
glorified it.

They dreaded the tem ­ 
pest they had raised. They apologized 
in a way for what they had done. The 
gospel of murder ceased to be preach­ 
ed as soon as William McKinley ex­ 
pired.

the 
old rebel army. Measures giving Jo 
cal self government, one of *he pro­ 
visions of the constitution, were 
al 
lowed to die of neglect. Judicial cor­ 
ruption became 
more and more prev­ 
alent. 
Accordingly, early in 
1905 Presi 
dent Palma allied himself 
with the 
moderates. 
His sudden change was 
followed by the retirement of his 
cabinet officers, who were 
replaced 
by moderates, and by the removal of 
municipal
